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S without doubt Kings and Princes are then moſt like theme 
ſelves when they moſt reſemble him whoſe Vicegerents they 
- are; fo nothing can poſſibly be more worthy the Conſidera- 
tion, Care, and utmoſt Abilitics of the Supreme VViſdom of a Nas 
tion, than thoſe Grand Concerns of True Religion and the Honour 
of God, the Safety and Splendour of the Crown, together with the 
proſperity of the Subject. In tendency to which good ends, theſe 
few particulars following with all Hunulity are tendered to publick 
view. 

I. Thatan Humble Addreſs be made to his Majeſty for a gracious 
and general Amneſtia, to put us all into the condition of Good 
Subjcdts. 

I. To promote the honour of God, in the advancement of a 
ſound and Orthodox Religion, of true Picty, Vertuc and Loyalty, 
the proper effects thereof. In ſertling Gods publick VVorfhip and 
Service, with Reverence and Reſpect towards his Miniſters, the 
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Londen may be continucd,nor only till all the Churches be built, bur 
2 ſuch. on as hall be found neceſfary to ſupply the wangs of the 
OurPariſk&s, this Al Eoplcmay conveniently attend the pub- 
Lots of he  Suffrcmc Lord. 

WI. To fepprefs Athciſm;, Prophancne G and D- Hauchery, which 

abounds, and grows upon 8s cvery dav, and theretore calls aloud 
for a vigorous and {eyec rc{traint, Thar therefore the good Laws 
n being for-the ſupprcfſron ef Drunkennels, VVhoredom, and more 
clprcially prophanc Swearing and Curfing be effectually revived, and 
put 1N Exccution 3 as allo that there may be made provilion again(t 
Blaſphcmy, and ſcoffing ar Relyion and rhe ſacred Scripturcs ; for 
never yet was it known inthe world, that any Nation (tho never fo 
barbarous) would chdure their Gods to be reproachcd or deſpiſed. 
- IV. To, ſuppreſs Erroncous, Hetrodo:; and w ickcd Opinions; all 
Faction, Schiſm and Difloy aley, the. g:cart pelt of thc Nation, and 
the toundation of mot of the C: Jamitics which have fallen Upon us 
theſe many years paſt. And to this end to regulate Printing; To 
ſuppreſs all prophanc and {cditious Books and Pamphlets whatſocyer, 
which corrupt arid poyſon theminds of nicn ; And further, to rake 
an cffcctual courlc ro poilck the people with ſound, wholſome, Rc- 
Igious, humblc, and pcaccablc. principles ; clpccially by way of 
ſtrict Carechizing z of the Youth of the Nation. 

. V. That his Majcties oCcalions be freely and fully ſupplicd, and 
the Kingdoms Dcbrs paid, as tar as the preſent 1cate, and condition 

of the Natwn will well bcar ; that ſo our Gracious Sovcraign may 
be like hunſclt, moſt Honourable and Iluſtrivus, That the Head 
may ſtand firm in irs right place, and out of the reach of Envious 
and inſolcent attz;pts, and be Cnablcd to ſupport and defend it (elf. 
without which the Body carigot fubliſt, 

VI. In the nexe place, Tlizt the Mcmbers of the- Body Politick 

may 1n their ſcycral and reſpeNtive places and ftations Be conſidercd 
and provided for ; It being ( as onc hath well obſerved ) a truc 
Maxime in the Academy of Honour, Thar it is more glorious for a 
Prince to be King of an opulent and free people, than of a flaviſh or 
Beggarly : In ſhort, that the Crown miay* Al6uriſh 'and the: Pcoplc bc 
happy ; whoſe mutual intereſt and welfare can ncycr be ſepararcd. 

VIL Thar for the further ſuppreſfion of Vice, common Plays may 
be Regulated and Reformed, That wharever is laſciviqus, wicked, 
or promoteth yice and fin, may be expunged out of 2-7 Thar 
che bold violations of the Divine Laws may not bc the { Maple of 
langhtcr and mcrrigcne ; it being ccrtainly the higheſt ___ 
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magnck and folly for poor Mortaks to laugh ac chat wiiets cou cky 
the Divine Majeſty of Heaven to frown. Belides, wicked and tilchy 
Plays imprint, {trongly on the minds of men. ( cſpccially young pcr- 
ſons) more telly and ſin, chan all the good Preaching in the world 
is able ro correct in a long time. If the Plays were therefore well 
Reformed, and made vertuous, they might poſſibly ſooner incline 
= perſons co vertue and 200dndcls, than good Sermons. And in 

is rcſpcct our Nobility and Gcntry arc very 7 much concerned, that 
the hopes and ſupports of their Familics (their grearct erealure) bc 
not ccrruptcd and dcbauched, and thereby ther Familics cmaſcula- 
tcd, and ſubjected to Ruin. And it this Reformation be nor, I hum- 
bly: conccive, That uaur Gcntry may more ſafely indulgc their Chi 
dren 1 in huncing of whorc- houks ( a thing uſual, as [ have heard, 
in 1raly and Spain ) where thcy pollibly may Icarn but , one vice, 
than in giving them libcrry ro attend thee Acadcmics of not only 
one, bur many vices. 

VIII. Thar the Great Suffcrings of poor VVidows and Orphans, 
by the Chamber of Loudon, may be ſpecdily Conlidered and: Res 
lieved : Ir being a moſt hoccid picce of Injuſtice and. Opprethion, 
which crvs aloud to Heaven. 

IX. To ſupply the detefts'in the Trade of the Nation ; and thar 
the pcoplc may be honeſtly cmploycd, and our Trade both at home 
and abroad improved and flouriſh. To this end, to ſupprebs Frauds 
and Cheats in Trading, and to revive (it poſſi ble) the Credit of the 
Natzon, the life of Trade. And to prevent thoſe frequent Frauds 
and Cheats that arc among us, by breaking and curning Bankrupts 
our of delign, and then taking Sanctuary and Compounding their 
Dcbrs. And further, For thc farchcrance of Tradc and Converſe, 
as well as tor the ſafery of all Traycllcrs, That the late expired AS 
for Repairing the Highways be renewed for ſometime. 

X. That the poor of the Nation may be honeſtly employed, And | 
that Iuſty common vagrants, with ſuch as through Idlenck beco 
uſclefs and burdeniome to the Commonwealth, be cither fo cad 5 
labour in ſome honcit way, or clſe ( a a puniſhmcnt of their Idlenels 
be Tranſportcd to our Forcign Plantations, to be there —_ 
cd, and made uſctul. 

And when wholſome Laws (attcr marure dcliberation ) come to 
be Enacted, Thar all polſible carcand diligence be uſed inthe draw- 
ing up and pcnning the ſame. That ſubtl and wicked Offenders may 
not bc able to pick any holcs in them to creep out ar, and thereby ren- 
der them uſelels ro us ; And to prevent which muſchicts I conceive 
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it great wiſdom to make much of our good Old Laws which are 
Confirmed by Time and Experience, and found uſeful ro this day 
and never yct could be unravell'd and made uſeleſs and —_— 
by all the ſubrilty of Hell. I am further induced to think alſo, that 
there may poſſibly be greater need of ſome few good Laws to add 
vigour to the good Old Laws and Statutes in being, than of mul- 
tiplying our Starute Laws, which arc alrcady ſwelled to a vaſt bulk, 
and without this caution may in time increaſe in infinitum , except 
the end of the VVorld put an cnd to them: And I humbly conceive 
thac multiplicity of Laws, may poſſibly in time prove a burthen 
both to Magiſtrates and Subjects; for certainly that Nationor People, 
which 1s well gore by the feweſt Laws, are the happieſt: And 
to this purpoſe a late wiſe Stateſman, Cardinal de Richeliez, in the 
great Aſſembly of the Notables in France, in the Reign of Lewis the 
Thurtcenth, ſpeaks thus: The fick ſometimes dye by 100 many Remedies 
as well 35 none at all: I am bound to tell you by the by, That to eftabliſh 
this State in its firſt ſplendour, there's no need of many Ordinances, but 
real Executions ; by this means, this Aſſembly may cloſe more ſpeedily, 
tho ſhe may be perpetual for the fruit ſhe ſhall produce. Few words and 
many deeds will reſtifie both the Good intentions and Judgments of them 
whereof ſbe is compoſed. And he concludes thus, 7ou (faith he) ſhall 
know by the event, That his Majeſty will ſurpaſs himſelf to procure the 
good of his Kingdem. But how tar this laſt Clauſe was made good 
to that Nation, I know not. Neverthclels we in this Nation may af 
fate our ſelves, "That God hath bleſſed us with ſuch a Juſt, Generous, 
and Gracious Prince, who will make it Good ro us. For whom 
Cas in duty bound) Lect us ſend up our Hearty and Aﬀectionate 
Pravers to Heaven, that the beſt of Bleſlings may be ſhowred down 

him, his Gracious Conſort, and all the Royal Family ; together 
with the High Court of Parhament when Aſſembled : Unto which 
ler'al! the People in this Kingdom, yea, in the three Kingdoms, with 
bud Acclamation fay, Amen, Amen.
